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Roosevelfs Plea Prevented 
War, Chamberlain Declares 

German Goose-Step Toward Czech Frontier ^Critics 


Three weeks after its impanel- 
ment, the specially - summoned 
county grand jury today prepared 
to swing into action on the "Fools 
Rush In” libel case, armed with a 
list of witnesses after a two-hour 
conference with Dist. Atty. W. F. 
Menton. 

The inquisitors, at first appar¬ 
ently at odds with the district at¬ 
torney, called him in for a con¬ 
ference this morning and report¬ 
edly determined to get testimony 
from every po.ssibIe .source on the 
origin of the political pamphlet 
distributed in ■ the county just be¬ 
fore the primary election. 

Reports were current that the 
grand jury’s private investigators 
had been unable to unearth much 
actual evidence pointing toward 
the author or backer of the pam¬ 
phlet, and that the jury had de¬ 
cided to work with Menton on 
.solution of the ca.se. 

After this morning’s conference, 
the jury adjourned to 1 p. m. So 
far its only witnesses have been 
Sheriff Logan Jackson, Leo Friis 
and George Holden, the latter two 
interested in the case in a pri¬ 
vate capacity since the pamphlets 
first appeared. Holden, candidate 
for district attorney, was a spe¬ 
cial target in the defamatory leaf¬ 
let; and he and Friis have been I 
working with others on investiga¬ 
tion of the ca.se. 


LONDON. —Prime Minister 

Chamberlain today acclaimed the 
contribution of President Roose¬ 
velt to last week’s negotiations 
which averted a European war. 

"The voice of the most powerful 
nation in the world” spoke acr.3ss 
the sea to sway Europe's states¬ 
men to ways of peace, declared 
Chamberlain in his defense in a 
tense house of commons of the 
Munich four-power accord for the 
dismemberment of Czechoslovak-’a. 
PRA’ .:rs answered 

TV. ’ prime ministers angrily 
tossed back cries of "shame” at 
his critics and announced an im¬ 
mediate $50,000,000 loan for dis¬ 
membered Czechoslovakia. 

"The prayers of millions were 
answered” by the Munich pact, 
Chamberlain declared. 

The prime minister replied to a 
bitter denunciation of his bargain 
with the dictators by Alfred Duff 
Cooper, who quit Saturday as first 
lord of the admiralty and who 
broke into bitter sobbing when he 
declared that the Munich terras 
"stuck in my throat.” 

TRIBUTE TO F. D. B. 

Chamberlain paid tributes to 
President Roosevelt and to his fel¬ 
low signatories of the Munich 
agreement, Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
and Premiers Mussolini and Dal- 
adier. 

"The messages of President 
Roosevelt, so fairly and yet so 
persuasively made, showed how 
the voice of the most powerful 
nation in the world could make 
itself heard across 3000 miles of 
ocean and sway the minds of men 
In Europe,” said the prime min¬ 
ister. 

The 10,000,000 pound ($50,000,- 
000) loan for Czechoslovakia an¬ 
nounced by Chamberlain is a thlid 
of the amount asked Prag^, 
he disclosed. The. grantlaf «l -art 
additional 20,000,000 pounds 
($100,000,000) in credits will be 
considered later, he said. 

CREDIT TO IL DUCE 

The prime minister went at 
length into an effort to show that 
Hitler had made concessions at 
Munich from his previous de¬ 
mands. He gave Mussolini credit 
for getting'the mobilization of the 
German army postponed pending 
the Munich negotiations.

Hitler Follows His Army in 
Sudetenland and Officially 
Takes Guardianship of Area 


UNION CITY, N. J. (,a>)—Mili¬ 
tant rock hurling anti-Nazis to¬ 
day had thwarted for the second 
time In two weeks an attempt 
by the German-American Volks- 
bund to hold a rally in North 
Jersey. 

An infuriated crowd of 2000 
forced police to r^.-'uest ’'■’ritz 
Kuhn, national-I.H»:j.'fctead«', ’•» call 
off last night’s celebration by his 
followers of the German acquisi¬ 
tion of Sudetenland and of a tra¬ 
ditional Bavarian festival. 

The booing demonstrators, some 
of whom wore veterans’ overseas 
caps, stoned Kuhn as Police Com¬ 
missioner Harry E. Little escorted 
him from headquarters of the 
Hudson county bund to a waiting 
automobile. 

They previously had made two 
attempts to storm the hall, 
guarded by nearly 100 policemen. 
They burned Hitler in effigy and 
at sight of Kuhn shouted "kill 
him.” 


EGER, Sudeten Germany. (iP)— 
It took Adolf Hitler only a half 
hour to eat his lunch today but it 
took the German army an hour 
and a half to untangle traffic be¬ 
cause of it. 

He ate with Konrad Henlcin and 
other dignitaries in a tent pitched 
by the roadside on the edge of 
Eger. During the half hour no 
one was permitted to pass the 
troop trucks, armored cars, and 
private vehicles accompanying the 
German army of occupation 
clogged the highway behind. 


Through the 17-mile ride from 
Wildenau to Eger Hitler was ac¬ 
claimed as a liberator. The 
Fuehrer rode the entire distance 
standing in an open automobile, 
his face solemn and his arm ever 
raised in salute. 

The cortege moved sltiwly 
through lines of cheering people. 
Soldiers were stationed at inter¬ 
vals along the route. 

Two armored cars preceded 
Hitler and Henlein, who rode with 
him. Behind their car came Gen¬ 
eral Walther tton Reichenau, 
army corps commanding officer; 
Joachim 'Von Ribbentrop, German 
foreign minister; and Henrich 
Himmler, head of ail German po¬ 
lice organizations. 

A few cars back was Frau Hen¬ 
lein and her three children. She

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY 
OF OCCUPATION IN SUDETEN¬ 
LAND. (iTi - Adolf Hitler person¬ 
ally assumed power over this for¬ 
mer Czechoslovak territory in a 
triumphant military procession 
today and declared that "never 
will this land be tom from the 
Reich.” „ 

Following his armies through 
the heart of Sudetenland he made 
two stops to accept guardianship 
of all Sudeten Germans and invite 
them to join "our march into a 
great German future.” 

At Wildenau, on the frontier, 
Sudeten Nazi Leader Konrad Hen¬ 
lein symbolically handed the en¬ 
tire Sudeten territory to him. At 
Eger he was welcomed by cheer¬ 
ing inhabitants and formally took 
the Sudeten capital into his ex¬ 
panding Germany.

FORECASTS DISAR>IING 

Chamberlain promised a cheer¬ 
ing house to build on the founda¬ 
tions he had already laid toward 
a towering structure of peace for 
Europe and the world. 

He declared he could see chances 
for disarmament “opening up be¬ 
fore us.” 

Government supporters gave 
him tremendous applause as he re¬ 
sumed his seat at 4:25 p. m. After 
speaking 53 minutes. 

Then the attack on the Munich 
accord, begun by Duff Cooper, was 
resumed by Clement R. Attlee, 
leader of the labor opposition, who 
called the pact “a victory for 
brute force.” 

BETRAYED CHARGED 

“We have seen the cause of 
democracy, civilization and hu¬ 
manity receive a terrible defeat,” 
said Attlee. 

Attlee charged that “Czecho¬ 
slovakia has been betrayed” and 
Chamberlain “has been duped b,v 
dictators.” 

Hitler, he said, “has overthrown 
the balance of power in Europe,” 
destroyed “the last fortress of 
democracy in Eastern Europe and 
opened the way to food and oil 
resources which he requires in or¬ 
der to consolidate his military 
power.” 

AT “EDGE OF WAR” 

Attlee, denouncing the four- 
power arrangement, declared 
“there would be a real peace con¬ 
ference to which they should call 
in America and Russia, a confer¬ 
ence to which people would come 
not merely to rattle the saber.” 

The labor chieftain was followed 
by Sir Archibald Sinclair, leader 
of the opposition Liberals, who as¬ 
serted that “the government’s for¬ 
eign policy brought us to the edge 
of war and that policy can never 
be the foundation for a lasting 
peace.” 

BIG OVATION 

Chamberlain received a tre¬ 
mendous ovation from government 
supporters as he entered the 
house. His followers left their 
seats to give him a roaring re¬ 
ception as he took his seat on the 
treasury bench. 

Tht diplonmtic 'gallery was 
packed by representatives of al¬ 
most every country in the world, 
including United States Ambas¬ 
sador Joseph P. Kennedy, for the 
opening of the full dress debate 
on the Munich bargain for the 
partitioning of Czechoslovakia. 

Alfred Duff Cooper, first lord 
of the admiralty, who resigned 
Saturday in protest against the 
government’s foreign policy, rose 
immediately to explain his posi¬ 
tion. 

“HITLER’S YES-5IAN” 

“I felt lonely and isolated,” he 
said, when he heard Chamberlain 
from a window of No. 10 Downing 
street tell a cheering crowd last 
Friday that he had returned with 
“peace with honor.” 

“That there was cause for re¬ 
lief last week, I am aware but 
that there was cause for self- 
congratulation I am not certain,” 
Duff Cooper said. 

The opposition loudly cheered 
Duff Cooper when he entered the 
house a few seconds before Cham¬ 
berlain. 

Amid the cheering, William Gal- 
lacher, only Communist member 
of the house of commons, shouted 
at Chamberlain: 

“Shameful! Hitler’s yesman!” 

3 DAYS OF DEBATE 

Parliament reconvened after its 
recess which began so dramatical¬ 
ly last Wednesday when Chamber- 
lain announced the invitation from 
Adolf Hitler to come to Munich 
for the conference which '•edrew 
the map of central Europe. 

It was expected the aebate 
wculd last three days. The public 
awaited Intently indications of Die 
attitude of big figures outside the 
cabinet, such as ex-Prime Minister 
David Lloyd George, Winston 
Churchill and Anthony Eden, for¬ 
mer foreign secretary. 

Duff Cooper continued; 

“We have been drifting day by 
day into war with Germany. We 
never said until the last moment 
—and then in uncertain fashion — 
that we were prepared to fight 
BEADY FOB WAR 

“Yet we know that information 
to the opposite effect was oolng 
poured into the ears of the Ger¬ 
man leaders. 

“Everything pointed to the fact 
that Germany was preparing for 
war and the one way that it could 
be prevented was by Britain mak¬ 
ing a stand and saying she would 
be in that war on the othe” side. 

”We should have been fighting 
in order that one great power 
should not be allowed. In disre¬ 
gard of treaty obligations and the 
laws of nations and the decrees of 
morality, to dominate by brute 
force the continent of Europe. 

“We were always told that on 
no account must we irritate Herr 
Hitler. It was dangerous to irri¬ 
tate him before he made a public 
speech. 

NEW MORALITY 

“Such reserved utterances as 
were made by the premier and 
chancellor of the exchequer meant 
nothing to the mentality of Hitler 
or Mussolini. 

“With new methods and a new 
morality they (the dictators) had 
Introduced a new vocabulary. They 
discarded the old diplomatic meth¬ 
ods of correspondence.

Protesting against the granting 
of Germany’s demands that some 
of her troops should be allowed 
to enter Sudetenland last Satur¬ 
day, Duff Cooper said: 

“The German government, hav¬ 
ing got their man down, were not 
to be deprived of kicking him.” 
PACT PROTESTED 

He also protested against the 
fact that Chamberlain signed with 
Hitler last Friday at Munich an 
Anglo-German agreement “with¬ 
out consultation with his col¬ 
leagues, reference to his allies or 
communication with the domin¬ 
ions.” 

‘"This is not the way foreign 
affairs of the empire should lie 
conducted,” Duff Cooper declared. 

As a result of the Munich agree¬ 
ment, Duff Cooper continued, “we 
were left with a loss of prestige 
and also a tremendous commit¬ 
ment, as for the first time in his¬ 
tory, we agreed to defend a fron¬ 
tier in central Europe.” 

UNDER WAR SHADOW 

Chamberlain was given a great 
ovation by his supporters when 
he arose to speak at 3:32 p. m. 

“When the house met last 
Wednesday we were under the 
shadow of a great and imminent 
menace,” the prime minister said. 
“War, more stark and terrible 
than it had ever appeared before, 
seemed to be staring us in the 
face. * 

“Before I had sat down the 
message had come which gave us 
new hope tha^ peace might yet 
be saved. 

“Today we know with joy and 
thankfulness that the prayers of 
millions have been answered.” 
There were thunderous cheers. 

Referring to Duff Cooper’s crit¬ 
icism, Chamberlain said, "I have 
nothing to withdraw or regret.”

tiate the demands of Hungary. 

With German and Polish mili- 
' tary occupation of frontier regions 
proceeding quietly, the supreme 
economic council originally set up 
by Premier Jan ^yrovy as a de¬ 
fense organization was consider 
ing the nation’s new industrial and 
financial status. 

Probably not until th? end of 
the year will the borders of the 
new state—wnlch the premier de¬ 
clared "has the tl’ m will to live” 

- -be determined exactly. 

The precise German and I’olish 
frontiers are to be fixed by nleb- 
isc tes. Prague is ready to si art 
negotiating with Hungary on thr 
dispute over the 800.000 Hungari¬ 
an minority. 

Foreign Minister Kamil Krofta 
answered a new Hungarian note 
which asserted the right of self- 
determination for the Hu.'garlan 
minority with the suggestion that 
a Czechoslovak - Hungarian com¬ 
mission be named to setn, the 
dispute. Hungary was said to 
have been agreeable and to have 
asked that negotiations start at 
once. 

Although the new borders have 
not been determined, the nation 
knew it had lost almost ad of ils 
textile Industry, which ranks fifth 
in the world.

Czechoslovak troops ftil back 
in perfect order ahead of the oc¬ 
cupation armies, the ministry of 
defense reported. 

Between the armies was a tem¬ 
porary no-man's-land where for 
periods of ?0 minutes t.o leveral 
. hours there were no military au¬ 
thorities. In this strip between 
the armies there were mom.ent.s 
of confusion. 

Several clashes were reported 
in the southern zone, near Kru- 
mau, between Henlein follov;ers 
and their political opponents after 
the Czechoslovak army withdrew. 
On one occasion in this district 
Czechoslovak troops reocc ip'ed a 
small region for a short time to 
restore order. 

Refugees were moving both 
ways, Czechs and Jews and non- 
Nazis moving out .of the -Sudeten 
districts and HenlehiLst Germans 
entering the territory about to be 
occupied. 

Jewish refuees accounted for 
20,000 of an estimated 70,000 who 
sought shelter in Prague, Brno 
and other cities. Red Cross and 
other organizations provided lefu- 
gee stations in social institutions, 
hotels and other establishments.

might occur either in the nebulae 
or In the intervening space. 

“If the loss occurs in the ne¬ 
bulae, then, very probably, red 
shifts are the familiar velocity 
shifts and the nebulae are all re¬ 
ceding from us with velocities that 
are proportional to their distances 
—in short, the universe is expand¬ 
ing. 

“If the lose occurs in space, 
then the nebulae are sensibly sta¬ 
tionary, but light loses energy, by 
some unknown mechanism, in pro¬ 
portion to the distance it travels 
through the universe.” 

“The results, at the moment, 
seem to favor the concept of a 
stationary universe, but they do 
not definitely rule out the possi¬ 
bilities of an expanding universe. 
Judgment Is properly reserved un¬ 
til further information becomes 
available. 

“The 200-inch reflector, destined 
for Mount Palomar, should furnish 
the necessary data. It will pene¬ 
trate so far into the universe 
around us, and the red shifts will 
reach such dimensions that the 
dimming factors of recession, if 
they are present, should be un¬ 
mistakable.” 


PASADENA. (^—Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, noted astronomer who has 
been reaching staggering distances 
into space with the world’s larg¬ 
est telescope, trying to learn the 
secret of the universe, reports: 

“The results, ta the moment, 
seem to favor the concept of a 
stationary universe.” 

For a long time Dr. Hubble was 
inclined to support a theory of 
many eminent scientists that the 
universe is expanding at an ex¬ 
plosive rate. 

Observing nebulae, great star 
systems as far as 200,000,000 light 
years (a light year is six million, 
million miles) away, he noted a 
shift In their light toward the red 
end of the spectrum. 

Called the "red shift,” this could 
be interpreted as velocity, and un¬ 
der this interpretation he found 
speeds as high as 24,500 mils a 
second. The farther away from 
the earth the nebulae were, the 
faster they semed to be traveling. 

“The existence of red shifts 
implies,” Dr. Hubble said today, 
“that light from the distant ne¬ 
bulae has lost energy when it 
reaches the observer. The lost

WASHINGTON. (.PI—Some 
naval officers have been shaking 
heads dubiously over the navy’s 
creation of an Atlantic squadron 
of 14 of its newest cruisers and I 
destroyers. ! 

The cardinal sin of naval strat¬ 
egy, they were taught at Annap¬ 
olis, is to divide sea forves, even in 
peacetime. 

Their unspoken doubt of the 
high command’s decision found a 
voice today in the Army and Naval 
Journal, service weekly, which sug¬ 
gested that “it must be that ama¬ 
teur strategists are fiddling with 
the United States fleet.” 

“On no other assumption can 
we accept the action of the navy 
department in creating an Atlan¬ 
tic squadron of cruisers and de¬ 
stroyers and reinforcing them with 
crui.sers serving with the command 
which holds in its steel fist the 
protection of the .shores of the 
country and our dependencies,” it 
added. The Journal is not an offi¬ 
cial publication. 

The Atlantic squadron began to 
take form last week when Rear 
Admiral Forde A. Todd took his 
flagship, the Philadelphia, to Nor¬ 
folk. Some of his ships are not 
yet ready for shakedown cruises. 
In the midst of last week’s Euro¬ 
pean crisis, three more cruisers 
were ordered transferred from the 
fleet in the Pacific to the Atlantic. 

Though the navy has never said 
whether the new squadron is to be 
permanent, there have been hints 
it will be shifted to the Pacific 
next year when the fleet completes 
its projected six-month crui.se to 
the Atlantic for war game.s and a 
visit to the New York World’s 
fair. 

“The organization table of the 
fleet called for 12 light cruisers to i 
serve as shields against torpedo i 
attacks upon the battleships, and | 
be employed by it in such other 
capacities as their type and 
strength permitted," the Journal ' 
noted. ] 

“But in order to form the At- | 
lantic squadron, it was necessary i 
1o denude the battle force of these | 
important auxiliarie.s.” i

HYDE PARK, N. Y. (.ffl—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt rested at his home 
here today, enjoying the first real 
relaxation he has had for many 
weeks. 

Under present arrangements he 
will stay here a week, then go to 
Washington, and will return to 
Hyde Park after a brief stay in 
the capital. 

The President, through the tem¬ 
porary White House office, kept 
in touch with Washington.

The senator told reporters he 
came East to see his daughter, 
who is a student at Vassar college 
in near-by Poughkeepsie. 


Reconstruction of the lower sec¬ 
tion of the joint outfall sewer line 
—wrecked by floods seven months 
ago—was completed yesterday at 
5 p. m., Mayor Fred Rowland of 
Santa Ana announced today. 

Sewage water, which has been 
flowing into the ocean at the 
mouth of the Santa Ana river 
since March, today is again being 
dumped 3000 feet out to sea. 

The line has been completely 
reconstructed or repaired from the 
mouth of the river to Victoria 
street, Costa Mesa, where the sew¬ 
age water is being pumped from 
the river into the outfall line. 

The lower section of the line 
was the most difficult to recon¬ 
struct because of Interference of 
the tide. Mayor Rowland said re¬ 
construction of the section north 
of Victoria street is expected to 
proceed with much greater speed. 

It was announced that the line 
is expected to be repaired as far 
north as Adams street, three miles 
from the ocean, by the middle of 
next month. 

Mayor Rowland said that 2217 
feet of the lower section of the 
line was completely reconstructed, 
while 3810 feet of reinforced con¬ 
crete jacket was placed over parts 
of the old line, completely incas¬ 
ing it. 

He said 897 feet of the com¬ 
pleted section consists of 42-inch 
cast iron pipe resting on creosote 
pile foundations. 

Work on sections of the line 
above Victoria street is already 
under way, with about one mile 
of “invert” — or base — of new 
sewer line already laid. The arch 
top will be laid next.

Hot Stuff 


Orange county claims the big¬ 
gest ‘‘cold heat" industry in the 

United States. 

• • • 

You can drive through western 
Orange county’ and see scarlet 
roof-tops covered with drying 
chili peppers—this is the hot stuff 
which is produced in greater quan¬ 
tities in Orange county than in 
almost all other sections of tlie 
United States combined. 

• * • 

There are roughly 2500 acres of 
chili peppers growing in this coun¬ 
ty. The harvest season is just 
swinging under way, and will last 
for about two months. The rest 
of the year the rancher spen.ds 
leveling eind cultivating the soil, 
irrigating, fertilizing and weeding. 
During the harvest season, it’s a 
night and day job on some ranches. 
• • • 

The soil and cool climate of Or¬ 
ange county makes this a favor¬ 
able area for chili peppers to grow. 

« « • 

In Orange county there are two 
principal varieties grown, the Cal¬ 
ifornia and the Mexican, both of 
which are called "chili.” The Cal¬ 
ifornia, or Anaheim, variety is 
characterized by fruit which is 
about five to eight inches long, 
and which tapers from about one 
inch in diameter at the stem and 
to a point at the opposite end. 
The California pods usually are 
more popular on the market than 
the Mexican, bring a cent or more 
premium. 

• • • 

Since most growers find it more 
difficult to get a good yield of 
the California as compared to the 
Mexican, there are more of the 
latter variety planted. 

« • • 

Both varieties are sizzling hot 
to taste. Their deep, cherry red 
color when dried is indicative of 
the latent heat they contain. Used 
as a flavoring in many American 
as well as Mexican dishes, cooks 
have found that “a little goes a 
long way.” 

* * • 

The drying or dehydration of 
the pepper crop is a good-sized 

undertaking. At the S. Nagamat- 

su ranch on West First street, 
for example, there is a large de¬ 
hydrator which dries the peppers 
artificially. 

* « • 

The plant has a capacity to dry 
about five tons a day. It takes 
24 hours for a tray of peppers to 
dry completely. 

• * » 

First step in the drying process 
is dumping the peppers into me¬ 
chanical washers for cleaning. The 
pods are rinsed in an acid solu¬ 
tion, then put through a vat of 
fresh water. 

• • • 

Second step: peppers are placed 
on wire mesh drying trays, which 
are loaded on small skeleton cars 
and rolled to the dehydrator. The 
cars go progressively through the 
drying tunnel into which hot air 
is blown at a temperature of 
about 180 degrees F. 

• • • 

In about 24 hours, the car of 
peppers has gone the length of the 
tunnel and is ready to be re¬ 
moved to the sorting or grading 
shed. Gas heat is used, and a 
huge blower sucks the warm air 
into the tunnel. 

• • • 

Part of the hot air current goes 
toward the entrance end, and is 
allowed to escape as it collects a 
rather high amount of moisture 
when it reaches the end of the 
tunnel. The current of air which 
is directed from the middle of the 
tunnel to the discharge end is re¬ 
circulated. 

• . * • 

After emerging from the dehy¬ 
drator, the car of peppers is rolled 
to the grading shute' where the 
peppers are sorted into No. I'j 
and No. 2’s. They are carried to 
the storeroom on a conveyor belt 
• • • 

Taken to the upper floor of the 
storeroom, the peppers are mois¬ 
tened, and in three days are 
dropped to the bottom floor for 
packing in burlap bags. A work¬ 
man stands in the sack and 

tramps on the peppers as the 
sack is being filled. This enables 
putting 200 pounds of peppers in 
a sack. (Moistening softens the 
pepper so it won’t crack open in 
packing). 

• • • 

Peppers are packed about a 
week after emerging from the de¬ 
hydrator. 

« « • 

Greatest limiting factor in the 
production of the pepper crop, 
ranchers say, is the loss caused 
by the pepper weevil, a destnic- 
tive insect closely related to the 
cotton boll weevil. The small, 
gray-black insect first made its 
appearance in Orange county 
about 1922. It can fly freely and 
is carried long distances by wind. 
« • * 

Still another phase of the pep¬ 
per industry in Orange county can 
be seen at the W. H. Booth com¬ 
pany in Santa Ana which manu¬ 
factures and packs chili products. 
Some fifty different items are 
contained in the price iists. in¬ 
cluding spice mixes and canned 
food products containing chili. 

• • « 

A variety of spices is required 
to supplement the lopally grown 
chill. Including Hontaka or Jap¬ 
anese chili, garhe, Mexican sage 
or oregano, paprika from Spain. 
Machinery takes stems off the 
pod and renioves the seeds. Grind¬ 
ing is done by hammer mills. 

Corn meal and meat mixtures 
are pre-cooled in huge , copper ket¬ 
tles and then pumped into the 
hoppers of the machine which puts 
the tamales together, wraps them 
in parchment paper and crimps

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Review of “Where Now, Little 
Jew,” by Mfignus Hermansson. 

By MOLLY HARVEY 

In this scholarly approach to the 
present-day problem of the Jewish 
peoples, Magnus Hermansson pre¬ 
sents a solution which many read¬ 
ers will find Impractical if not re¬ 
pugnant, according to their indi¬ 
vidual degree of anti-Semitism, 
But no one can doubt the author's 
sincerity of purpose nor fail to ad¬ 
mire his ability to treat mankind 
as a cosmic whole. His tenets are 
those of a professed Christian, but 
in these days when governments 
and business seem helpless, it is 
significant that people more and 
more are seeking an answer in the 
teachings of Christ. 

In order to follow Mr. Hermans- 
son’s reasoning, the reader must 
accept the premises, not very log¬ 
ically explained despite liberal quo¬ 
tations from eminent authorities, 
that the only difference between 
Jew and Gentile is a matter of 
religion. According to the author, 
Jews are neither a nation nor a 
race, but a religious nationality, 
and those Jews who have aban¬ 
doned Judaism are no longer Jews. 
Furthermore the religion of Juda¬ 
ism, which teaches Jews that they 
are the chosen people of God, is 
responsible for many of the char¬ 
acteristics which Gentiles find so 
odious, so that in turn, whenever 
the two peoples have lived side by 
side, history shows that through 
all ages Gentiles have discrimi¬ 
nated against and persecuted Jews. 

To date, the only wide scale ap¬ 
proach to a settlement of the Jew¬ 
ish problem has been Zionism, that 


attempt on the part of thousands 
to have both a nationality and a 
Jewish mother country. But Mr. 
Hermansson believes ^at Zionism 
is doomed to failure. Emotionally 
the colonization of any other given 
the colonization of anyother ^ven 
land, is dangerous to the Jews 
since it feeds on Jew hatred. Prac¬ 
tically the project will not work 
because, as shown already in Pal¬ 
estine, the Jewish population Is 
composed of a small group of or¬ 
thodox fanatics and a crowd oi 
rank materialists. “The Individuals 
recognize only one law, their own 
good, and have only one objective, 
proft; even at the cost of their own 
people, and the success of th^ 
whole movement.” 

Therefore the author believe- 
that the solution of the Jewish 
question depends upon the conver¬ 
sion of the Jews to Christ, for 
Christianity, teaching that all men 
are equal in the sight of God, alone 
can free Jews from the delusions 
forced upon them by the Talmud. 
But to make this sacrifice on the 
part of the .Tews a success, Gen¬ 
tiles, too, must be converted to 
Christ, must accept the Jewish 
people in the spirit of brotherly 
love. 

With the religious barrier over¬ 
come, the author is confident thal 
racial, social and economic assimi¬ 
lation would soon follow. Giver 
three generations of intermarriage 
and acceptance as fellow citizens 
Jewsh minorities would be ab¬ 
sorbed into the national body ol 
those countries which as individ¬ 
uals they have chosen for their 
homes.

The A’s won, 4-2, with Matty 
losing two games. Matty sent the 
Giants out front with a triumph 
in the opening battle. 

This was the first of three suc¬ 


cessive appearances by the Giants, 
and as many defeats, in the fall 
classic. The Boston Red Sox, with 
“Smoky Joe” Wood pitching and 
an outfield that ranks with the 
best of all time — Duffy Lewis, 
Tris Speaker, and Harry Hooper 
—won 4-3 in 1912 with one tie 
game (11 innings). 

This hard-fought .series is re¬ 
membered chiefly for a costly 
error, the dropping of a fly ball 
by Fred Snodgrass —a perform¬ 
ance that aided Boston in winning 
the final game. This became 
known as the $30,000 muff, as it 
represented the difference between 
shares of receipts of the winning 
and losing teams.

IN WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON. (JF) — The su¬ 
preme court, reassembling today 
for a new eight months term, 
found a bumper crop of litigation 
—including fresh attacks on ma¬ 
jor administration laws—awaiting 
ts attention. 

The first session after a sum¬ 
mer recess is limited to admitting 
attorneys to practice and hearing 
motions. For the next week, how¬ 
ever, the eight justices will be 
busy passing on approximately 
350 petitions for review of lower 
court decisions which have ac¬ 
cumulated during the four-month 
adjournment. 

Announcement of the action de¬ 
cided upon will be made next 
Monday. 

At that time arguments also 
will begin on cases the court 
agreed last spring to review. 
These include an attack by 18 
private power • mpanies on the 
constitutionality of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority act. 

Among the petitions awaiting 
action is an appeal by Thomas J. 
Mooney, serving a life sentence in 
San Quentin penitentiary for com¬ 
plicity in the 191.6 preparedness 
day parade bombing in San Fran¬ 
cisco. He lost his fight for free¬ 
dom before the California .supreme 
court. 

There also are several contro¬ 
versies growing out of interpre¬ 
tations of the national labor rela¬ 
tions act, inciuding the Ford Mo¬ 
tor company case. 

Speculation was renewed as the 
court convened over when Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt is likely to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death last 
July 9 of Justice Benjamin N. 
Cardozo. The belief was wide¬ 
spread that he wouid wait until 
congress meets next January. The 
senate must confirm any nomina¬ 
tion. 

Those who have been mentioned 
for the position include Felix 
Frankfurter, Harvard professor of 
law; Harold Stephens of Utah, a 
judge of the United States court 
of appeals for the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, and Thurman Arnold of 
Wyoming, an assistant United 
States attorney general in charge 
of anti-trust activities. 

There have been rumors that 
some of the present justices might 
retire soon on account of age. 
Those usually mentioned are 81- 
year-old Louis D. Brandeis and 
76-year-old James C. McReynolds. 
Neither has given any indication, 
however, that he planned to leave 
the bench. 

The ages of other members of 
the court are Chief Justice Charles 
Evans Hughes, 76; Justices Pierce 
Butler, 72; Harlan F. Stone, 67; 
Owen J. Roberts, 63; Stanley F. 
Reed, 53, and Hugo L. Black, 52.

JERUSALEM. OP)—At least 38 
persons were killed today in new 
outbreaks of violence in the Holy 
Land, bringing to 106 the number 
of deaths since Satun’ay. 

Six persons were killed when a 
house in Jaffa was blown up by a 
bomb early this morning. 

Twenty Jews, including 11 chil¬ 
dren and three women, were slain 
and three were wounded v/hen an 
armed band, det^ ibed ty of.fi'iials 
as Arab rebels, raided a suburb of 
Tiberias on the Sea of Galilee. 

’The band entered numerous 
houses, firing indiscrimlnat’iy at 
the sleeping occupants. 

Other bands raided Tiberias it¬ 
self, burning a Jewish synagogue, 
government offices, law courts 
and numerous other buildings be¬ 
fore they were driven out by po¬ 
lice and troops. Six of the raiders 
were killed. 

Jewish constables on the Naza- 
reth-Tlberias road a short time 
earlier killed six armed men in a 
skirmish.

Disciples of modern education 
may frown on this reward-and- 
puni.shment method, but the 
famed violinist goes cheerily on 
thrusting music down the throats 
of daughter Josepha, 8, and son 
Robert, 6. 

Heifetz bases his method on the 
contention that all children dis¬ 
like practicing. 

"When I was the age of my 
order child I regarded practice as 
an unmitigated bore,” he says. 
“And I don’t think children have 
changed any through the years.” 

Since he disapproves of using 
subterfuge to arouse a child’s in¬ 
terest, the only plan left is to 
make them do it, or else. . . . 

Says the violinist, “Children 
who do not relish the idea of 
practicing will surely practice if 
they know that refusing to do so 
means, in turn, parental refusal to 
allow them to do something they 
really like doing. 

“Even if it requires coercion, 
my own children practice. They 
know by now that there are cer¬ 
tain hours each day that they 
must devote to mu.sic. They prac¬ 
tice twice a day—in the morning 
and in the afternoon.” 

Mr. Heifetz sees no sen.se in 
playing a game over his piano 
practice. “A piano is a piano,” 
he .says, “and it doesn’t make it 
any more or less so to convert the 
keys into rabbits and the key¬ 
board into a menagerie. A piano 
should jolly well remain a piano."

(Ah — By wind, 
and wind alone, a rickety Chinese 
junk today sailed almost within 
sight of San Pedro, last port o’ 
call of a daring conquest of the 
Pacific. 

Lifting a slatterly spread of can¬ 
vas to catch the breeze, the $250 
craft poked out of Shanghai on 
July 11—83 days ago. 

The skipper, rated by old salts 
as a landlubber, was Dr. E. Allen 
Petersen, 37, osteopathic physician 
of Los Angeles. 

With him were his young Japa¬ 
nese bride, Tane, and two Russian 
seamen whom he hired to solve 
the problem of navigation with the 
aid of the stars and a compass. 


No radio or other modem gadg¬ 
ets relieved the primitive alm- 
plicity of the voyage. But through 
furious storms and tiresome dol¬ 
drums the junk kept on its course 
nearly a quarter way around the 
world. 

Last week the 10-ton, 36-foot

UP )—The Penn¬ 
sylvania supreme court today au¬ 
thorized a grand jury investiga¬ 
tion of campaign charges against 
Governor George H. Earle and 13 
Democratic associates, but de¬ 
clined to interfere with a similar 
legislative inquiry already under 
way. 

The court declared unconstitu¬ 
tional two laws giving the legis¬ 
lature precedence over a Dauphin 
county grand jury in the inquiry 
and upheld a lower court order 
disqualifying the attorney general 
to conduct the gprand Jury investi¬ 
gation. 

The legislative inquiry was 
started with the high court’s per¬ 
mission. In today’s order the court 
said it desired to prevent any 
“unseemly contest” that might 
arise between the judicial and leg¬ 
islative bodies. 

$5 Peace Bonus 
Paid to Employes 

WILMINGTON, Del. (A4 — A 
“peace bonus of $5 each rested in 
the pockets of a billboard com¬ 
pany’s employes today.

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Fire Prevention Week 

Oct. 9 to 16 is National Fire Prevention Week. Santa 
Ana joins the nation in an educational campaign designed 
to reduce the annual death loss and property damage. 

^ Fires, at least too many of them, are like highway 
accidents. They occur because someone was careless. 
Statisticians claim that 80 per cent of the fires are pre¬ 
ventable. In order to impress these facts upon the public, 
the Santa Ana fire departments, chamber of commerce 
and Insurance agencies are, by both literature and public 
addresses, trying to save your property, and probably 
your life, by asking for your cooperation. All next week 
representatives will address service clubs, schools and 
other organizations to drive home facts about fires. 

Some cf the tjfpical inquiries fire-prevention agents 
will ask are: 

Do you check faulty gas appliances? The company 
will supply you wil.h this free service. 

How about the closets, basements and attics? Are 
they clean, or the ‘‘breeding” spots for combustion? 

Keep the matches out of reach of the children, and 
place them in non-inflammable containers. 

Don’t smoke in bed. You may lose your life and your 
home at the same time by committing this offense. 

Oily mops and dust rags may cause fire by spon¬ 
taneous ignition. Do you keep them in covered metal 
cont,ainers when not in use? 

One gallon of gasoline vaporized and mixed with air 
has the same explosive power as 83 pounds of dynamite. 
Do you use gasoline for cleaning purposes? 

Unattended open fires often spread to adjacent prop¬ 
erty. Do you ever leave open fires unattended or not 
thoroughly extinguished? 

Home-made repairs on electric irons, vacuum cleaners 
and washing machines are dangerous. Ave your appli¬ 
ances repaired by a qualified electrician? 

Speaking of Minorities— 

“The same blood belongs to a single empire—the Ger¬ 
man Reich as a state mu^ embrace all Germans,” is the 
way Chancellor Hitler expresses his pan-German philos¬ 
ophy in his book, “Mein Kampf.” 

At present, he is endeavoring to apply that principle 
in Czechoslovakia. 

It is interesting to see what would happen if that 
theory were applied in America—because in these United 
States thei’e are more of German blood than there are in 
the whole disputed Sudeten areal 

Of our population of 130,000,000, the census bureau 
estimates that around 40,000,000 persons are of foreign 
birth or parentage. 

Here are the latest estimates on the leading minority 
poups in America, showing the number who were bom 
in foreign lands or whose parents were: 

Germans .6,800,000 

Italians .4,.500,000 

.4,300,000 

.3,300,000 

Canadians .3,300,000 

Scandinavians .3,100,000 

lYlsh . oilooiooo 

Russians .2,600,000 

Mexicans .1,400,000 

Czechs .1,300,000 

In actual fact, of course, our problem is entirely dif¬ 
ferent, because our minorities are infiltrated throughout 
the entire population, instead of being settled in groups, 
with native languages, dress and customs, as in such areas 
as the Sudeten. 

These figures do show, however, the havoc that could 
be caused if the pan-German philosophy was carried to 
its utmost extreme. 

America’s Lot 

Not long ago, at a public event held in the Rose Bowl 
in Pasadena, the chief of the fire department—who is no 
political orator—stepped to the microphone and asked 
the great assemblage if they were glad that they lived 
in America. 

The answer was roaring, unanimous applause. 

Americans are glad they live in America, and with 
good cause. 

The question, however, isn’t asked frequently enough. 
Yet it ought not to be asked too often in public places, 
lest it become boresome, hackneyed, stagey. 

But it’s ajl right for individuals to ask themselves 
the question frequently—as frequently as they find them¬ 
selves grumpy, pessimistic or the slightest bit despondent. 

In this year of 1938 there’s no need to wait for 
Thanksgiving day to come along to give thanks for many 
almost exclusive American blessings. Americans, of ali 
the world’s peoples, should be most thankful, most humbly 
thankful, for their situation and their prospects. 

The King Is in the Basement 

From London comes word that special bomb-proof 
and gas-proof apartments are being built three floors 
beneath the earth at Buckingham palace, so that King 
George and Queen Elizabeth may have protection in time 
of air raids. 

Release of the story by the British government shows 
how jittery Europe is—and it also shows that in the 
present time of stress even the trained propagandists of 
Downing Street have slipped a cog. 

Because it doesn’t do the empire any good to have the 
world—including the natives ruled by George VI—get a 
mental picture of their king scuttling to the cellars in 
time of danger. Shades of Richard the Lion-Hearted! 

Not that it isn’t the sanest thing their majesties could 
do. A bomb dropped over a city has no particular address 
on it and it will blast the life out of a king just as impar¬ 
tially as it would kill the street sweeper outside the palace.

haven’t got a slogan.” And for 
all Mussolini’s talk of going to 
war for Germany, he finds him¬ 
self in a similar fix. Mussolini 
hasn’t even the shadow of a griev¬ 
ance or a cause to offer the Ital¬ 
ian people, who when the cheer¬ 
ing dies down, would have to do 
the suffering and dying in per¬ 
son. There are no Sudeten Ital¬ 
ians, and all the Italians who once 
clamored "or anschluss with Italy 
were rescued after 1918. 

Nobody has been bending the 
Italian frontiers anywhere, and, 
indeed, the object of the alterca¬ 
tion or correction of frontiers 
should be particularly touching 
to Italians in view of the fact that 
their frontiers now inclose terri¬ 
tory v'hich, in any readjustment 
consistent with the principles 
which the Duce recently flung at 
Czechoslovakia, would be c^ed 
back to the rightful owners. Both 
the Duce and Hitler have con¬ 
spicuously avoided mention of the 
God-created Germans who have 
known the true meaning of per¬ 
secution under Mussolini in the 
captured Tyrol, and Mussolini, in 
the press of bigger considerations, 
has had nothing to say about his 
captured Yugoslavs and his cap¬ 
tive Greeks in the Dodecanese is¬ 
lands. 

That Was Revenge 

Mussolini always had made it 
plan that Italy, in war, had re¬ 
nounced her amateur standing. 
His main complaint against Brit¬ 
ain and France has been that they 
gypped Italy of her fair share of 
the purse for the last World war, 
and he was again frankly profes¬ 
sional when he went into Ethi¬ 
opia. In the World war the spirit 
of the Italian people was nour¬ 
ished on the cause of their perse¬ 
cuted brothers in the lost prov¬ 
inces, and for the Ethiopian cam¬ 
paign they were fattened up on 
promises of milk and honey with 
a tasty side dish of vindication 
for a humiliating licking at Ad- 
owa, wh' -e a lot of wild men, 
with thumbs on their feet, fell on 
a whole division of Italy’s finest 
and slaughtered them. 

It was noticed that when the 
Duce sent his invincible legions 
to Spain to fight a people for 
\yhom they had no racial, tradi¬ 
tional or even neighborly grudge 
they were not able to arouse the 
proper spirit. Indeed, the invinc¬ 
ible legions came to be spoken of 
as the invisible legions, and, far 
from burnishing the golden eagle 
on the Duce’s hat, they contrib¬ 
uted to the vocabulary of sure¬ 
fire insults against the noisy pride 
of fascism a word of painfully 
humiliating meaning — Guadala¬ 
jara. 

Brass Buzzard Now 

’The golden eagle became. In 
the eyes of the soldiers of the 
world, a tarnished brass buzzard, 
and all because Mussolini had 
neglected the first essential of 
war. He didn’t give his invincible 
legions anything to be sor^about 
or even anything to make them 
think thev were sore. 

Now, Mussolini has been on 
the point of asking not only the 
black shirt militia but the whole 
Italian people to jump into a much 
greater war on the same tasteless 
terms to help a race of people 
whom they hate in their hearts 
and crush a people whose condi¬ 
tion in life is almost exactly the 
same as their own is now and al¬ 
ways has been. 

Hitler May Use Radio 
To Force Benes Out 

WASHINGTON — (By Science 
Service)—Vituperation of Presi¬ 
dent Benes, which took up a good 
deal of Fuehrer Hitler’s time dur¬ 
ing his speech on Monday, backed 
by the roaring approval of the 
crowd in the Sportpalast, may pos¬ 
sibly be a trick of projected mass 
psychology attempting tf force the 
resignation of the head of the 
Czechoslovakian state at this cru¬ 
cial time. So at any rate it seemed 
to scientific listeners here who 
combine a knowledge of psychol¬ 
ogy with some interest in interna¬ 
tional affairs. 

If the suggestion should now 
come from Britain or France that 
the resignation of Benes might 
help to pacify Hitler and thus fend 
off war for the present, this might 
be looked upon as confirmation of 
the theory.

CHEMURGICAL PEACE 

Chemical magic, the world 
learned this week, may succeed 
where peace pacts and diplomatic 
proposals have failed.

WASHINGTON. — Diplomatic 
dispatches report that two im¬ 
portant and supposedly confiden¬ 
tial factors contributed to Hitler’s 
determination to plunge into 
Czechoslovakia. 

First was the fact that during 
two separate conversations be¬ 
tween the French and British, 
Chamberlain was unwilling to 
consider any cooperation with the 
Russians in case Czecho.slovakia 
was attacked. He made it clear 
that Britain did not want to dis¬ 
cuss military cooperation with 
an “unsocial” nation such as the 
Soviets. Word of this got back 
to Hitler. Naturally it bucked 
him up. 

Second was Hitler’s knowledge 
that a group within the British 
cabinet leans toward Berlin and 
always has believed that Czecho¬ 
slovakia should be put upon the 
sacrificial block. 

This group is led by Sir John 
Simon, chancellor of the excheq¬ 
uer; Sir Samuel Hoare, home sec¬ 
retary; and Sir Kingsley Wood, 
air secretary. 

This is the group which has 
consistenly undermined world at¬ 
tempts for peace. During the Jap¬ 
anese conquest of Manchuria in 
1931-32, it was Simon, then for¬ 
eign secretary, who double-cross¬ 
ed Henry L. Stimson in his at¬ 
tempt to block the Japanese. Dur¬ 
ing the Ethiopian crisis in 1935 
it was Hoare who negotiated tht 
deal for selling the Ethiopiam 
down the river. 

In 1914 it was a somewhat sim¬ 
ilar split in the British cabinet 
and hesitancy over aid to France 
that probably caused the German 
invasion of the “Czechoslovakia oi 
1914”—Belgium. 

Modern Diplomacy 

When Sir Nevile Henderson 
British ambassador to Berlin 
went to see Hitler before hij 
Nuremberg speech, he forgot tc 
tell his foreign office what code 
cipher he would use in reporting 
back his conversation. 

So the foreign office sent a 
courier by air to catch up with 
him and find out. 

Henderson told the courier thal 
it didn’t make any difference if he 
had forgotten the code because 
the iJerman secret police would 
know what he sent anyway. 

In the end. Ambassador Hender¬ 
son did not see Hitler but For¬ 
eign Minister Ribbentrop, sup¬ 
posedly because Der Fuehrer was 
in one of his tantrums, and it was 
explained that he was likely to 
insult the ambassador. ’This would 
have given Henderson the em¬ 
barrassing alternative of protest¬ 
ing, which would have meant his 
resignation, or of taking the brow¬ 
beating lying down, which was not 
in keeping with the dignity of an 
ambassador of his Britannic ma¬ 
jesty. 

Racket-BusUnc 

The unique way in which Tom 
Dewey, racket-busting district at¬ 
torney of New York City, was 
paid for an article he wrote for 
Liberty magazine, has just leaked 
out here. 

Dewey was supposed to re¬ 
ceive $1,000 for the article, but 
he told the magazine publishers 
he did not want to be in a class 
with Ickes, Wallace and Harry 
Hopkins, who were paid for their 
literary outpourings. So he sug¬ 
gested that instead of paying him, 
the magazine finance a European 
trip for two girls. 

The women, both members of 
New York’s underworld, had been 
informants for Dewey in getting 
valuable testimony against gang¬ 
sters. “If they stay here they may 
be bumped off for squealing,” 
Dewey told the magazine publish¬ 


ers, also, if you can, give them a 
trip to Europe.” 

Liberty complied. But later 
when the publishers got ready to 
make out their tax returns, they 
called in their attorney, Arthur 
Garfield Hays, and asked whether 
it was permissable for them to 
take a tax reduction on the fee 
paid out on behalf of but not di¬ 
rectly to Dewey. They found it a 
little embarrassing, they explain¬ 
ed, to put on their tax return; “Ex¬ 
penses to Europe for two prosti¬ 
tutes, $1,000.” 

Hitler’s Speech 

President Roosevelt studied eare- 
fully Hitler’s hi.storic speech of 
Monday. His private reaction 
was that no agreement made with 
Hitler i.s worth the paper it is 
written on. 

One section of the speech which 
provoked him particularly was 
Hitler’s reference to Woodrow 
VVilson, who, without naming him 
directly, the Fuehrer evidently in- 
-duded in the “foolish or crazy so- 
called statesmen" who had re¬ 
shaped central Europe “under the 
slogan ‘self determination and 
the right of nations.’ ”

'Science News

Gradually the barriers between 
the sciences are being battered 
down by the advance of knowledge. 
The problem itself has become the 
important matter, not the view¬ 
point of the investigator. 

In one laboratory, brainwaves, 
those electric impulses that are 
messages originating in the brain 
itself, are being studied co-operat¬ 
ively by psychologist, physiologist, 
physicist and electrical engineer. 

Epilepsy, age-old medical enig¬ 
ma, is today being attacked by re¬ 
searchers using methods of the psy¬ 
chiatrist, the psychologist, the elec¬ 
trician, and even the slow-motion 
picture photographer. No attempt 
is being made to sort out the find¬ 
ings and relegate them to the sev¬ 
eral realms of medicine or mental 
phenomena. 

In the study of mental disease, 
many scientists have given up alto¬ 
gether the attempt to distinguish 
between the physical and psychic. 
Such definitions are not only 
meaningless, but profitless, is the 
feeling. 

At the Harvard Psychological 
Clinic, individuals are studied by 
psychologists, psychiatrists, crimi¬ 
nologists, and others with the sin¬ 
gle objective of understanding that 
person’s difficulties with a view to 
advising him. 

Gradually, it is being realized 
that physical health and mental 
well-being are not just medical 
problems, or psychological prob¬ 
lems or economic problems or po¬ 
litical problems or social problems, 
but human problems. They can be 
successfully attacked only by a 
team of researchers with varied 
backgrounds of training and per¬ 
spective working in the closest co¬ 
operation. 

As the frontier of scientific dis¬ 
covery is pushed forward, bound¬ 
ary lines of all sorts become more 
and more artificial. 

May it not be hoped that event¬ 
ually political boundaries will as¬ 
sume as nominal a form as schol¬ 
astic barriers are now taking on? 
M. Paul Elbel, French delegate, has 
told the League of Nations that one 
third of the amount now being 
spent on armaments would finance 
the co-operative research necessary 
to abolish oiir present intolerable 
incongruity of empty stomachs and 
full granarie.s

A—A report is required only 
where injury has resulted to some 
person, unless you struck an unat¬ 
tended vehicle. 

Q—Is traveling at a speed in ex- 
I cess of the “prima facie” provision 
of our laws, conclusive proof of 
carcles.sness? O. S. T. 

A—Sec. 513 of the vehicle code 
states that “in any civil action 
proof of speed in excess of any 
prima facie limit at a particular 
• time and place shall not establish 
i negligence as a matter of law but 
! in all such actions it shall be ne- 
I cessary to establish as a fact that 
i the operation of a vehicle at such 
I excess speed constituted ncgli- 
I gence. 

Q—Is there any single speed 
I limit across bridges? Mrs. H. O. 
H. 

A—Such speeds vary and are 
determined by the state department 
of public works. The minimum 
law however is five miles per 
hour. 

Q—If my automobile breaks 
I down, as it did recently, and I am
